Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-14, 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Berler 4250711. 

The language of the claims are so broad to the stirring stick sections and the 
manner of mating the members together, the Berler reference is readable upon 
the claimed invention, including as seen in the embodiment of figure 13, having a 
control stick body 40, with a two sections defining a control end on the top of 40a, 
a stirring end at the bottom of 40b, and which are mated tougher at 80, 82, 81 , 
and forms a passage way in 40a to receive the telescoping stirring end member 
40b. Also note that the two sections 40a, 40b, may be further defined as a 1 st 
section 40a, and 2 nd section 40b which are connected with respective 1 st and 2 nd 
interlocking members 80, 82, 81 . Also note that there is a cap 26c with an 
attachment member42 and a collar 24b.
